Approximately ten days after the 
March issue “hit the streets” (as we old 
pros say in the publishing business) the 
IBS Executive Board held a specially 
called meeting in Scranton, Pa., and bya 
vote of 6-0 elected to sign a five year con- 
tract with Precision Shooting magazine. 
The exact details of that “contract” (actu- 
ally it was merely a jointly signed letter of 
intent) appears as the first page in the IBS 
section of this, the April issue. The one 
mandated requirement specified by the 
IBS was that Dave Brennan had to re- 
main as editor for the contract to be 
valid.

same. | would have liked to have seen the 
look on his face when they called him one 
day and said, “Okay, we’rein production. . . 
come on down here and check us out”. In all 
candor, the editor doesn’t know alathe from 
a wombat .. . and | don’t know if he could 
select the lathe even if you gave him two 


guesses. He promptly called Jim 
Greenawalt and myself, and told us that we 
were “an official PS inspection committee”. 
He agreed to handle all the big words while 
we handled the technicals. 

Things were really rolling along when we 
came on the scene, with a run of heavy var- 
mint actions in progress. MCS makes four 
basic actions, of both aluminum and steel. 
The shop would make any machinists heart 
beat a little faster. No shortcomings here, 
and | was impressed by the people that we 
were dealing with. We were hand carried 
through the operation from billet to finished 
action. (Editor: not me. | only had two mar- 
garitas, and there was no need to “hand 
carry me through the operation”. | might 
have bumped into a machine or two, but | 
was definitely able to walk unassisted). 

The pre-cut and heat-treated billet comes 
to a computerized automatic machine 
where there takes place all the boring, fac-

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ing, threading, and just about all the internal 
work (photos #1 and #2). When it is com- 
pleted it is checked with test gauges on the 
spot, and any found imperfections are 
cause for taking it out of the production run. 
The activity of the production cycle and the 
test monitoring is done by a qualified ma- 
chinist. 

Next, the processed billet is moved to a 
computerized and programmed automatic 
milling machine, and all outside cuts are 
taken care of in a single set-up . . . the load- 
ing port, trigger cut out, tang ... and all 
monitored by a machinist standing right 
there. These procedures assure that every 
hole, milled surface, and the center line of

the action are perfectly aligned in the fin- 
ished action. The inside of the action has a 
highly burnished finished. Finishing, bolt fit- 
ting and final checks with gauges made for 
the purpose are completed in another sec- 
tion of the shop devoted to quality control. 

All actions are supplied with coned and 
fluted bolts. The old CPS tear drop bolt han- 
dle has been replaced with a round bolt han- 
dle. The aluminum action can be had with 
bolt handle, as well as the loading port, on 
either side, in the ALV model, as well as in 
the steel light varmint model (SLV). The 
steel heavy varmint action (SLV Magnum) 
can be had with a right hand bolt/right port; 
or with a left hand bolt/left port. The SLV 
Magnum Repeater also can be had right or 
left handed. The aluminum actions have 
scope blocks milled into the top of the action 
and will handle any Weaver type rings. All 
steel actions are drilled and tapped for 
blocks. 

Since our visit | understand that the trig- 
ger will no longer be held in the action by 
pins in the usual manner, but rather the ac- 
tion will be supplied with a trigger hanger, 
which | consider to be a good move. Actions

ish prepares the steel actions for the blueing 
tank with little or no additional preparation. 
The finish on the aluminum actions is a 
beaded satin finish, and quite classy look- 
ing. 

| had The Great Gunsmith (and good 
friend) check out several samples of the 
MCS action on one of his mandrels. As | 
have noted in these pages in the past, 
Seely’s mandrels are a very good method of 
checking the overall quality of actions. Hav- 
ing borrowed his mandrels again, before 
using them | checked their run-out “be- 
tween centers”. The very worse run out of a 
Masker mandrel that | have ever found was 
a .0003” specimen, which is not all that 
shabby. Seely had to make up a new man- 
drel for the MCS action because of the 1-18 
thread. The center cord, outside run out, 
threads, and bolt face can be checked in 
short order, as well as the bolt face runout. 
The MCS actions in this test were checked 
by Seely, and came through with flying col- 
ors. The critical areas checked were found 
to be well within the runout standards to be 
expected of benchrest custom actions. 

Those of us that have been around the 
benchrest game for several decades will re- 
member a time in days now past when we 
would have hocked the family jewels for an

| have been shooting at Dunhams Bay for 
at least seven years now, and over that peri- 
od of time | have seen a lot of strange things 
(Editor: | believe that the doctor is talking 
about strange things on targets. Then 
again, this may be a subtle insult, and he 
may be talking about US. Be sure to ask him 
when you see him. | know that I’m going to 
do so) happen, especially in the winter. | 
have seen bullets go up, down and side- 
ways ... mostly for no apparent reason. 
However the goings on at the latest match, 
on February 7th were screwy, even by 
Dunhams Bay standards. 

If anyone can come up with an explana- 
tion of what happened that day, | would be 
delighted to buy the beer while they explain 
wisdom to this simple soul. Perhaps | can 
get Tom Lake and Bill Niemi to split the beer 
cost with me ... because the same thing 
happend to them on February 7th.

The temperature at that time 
was about 40 degrees F., and | was using 
what is my usual (and just about only) load 
... 29% grains of Norma 201 powder and 
Allie Euber’s 68 grain boat tail bullets. 

On February 7th | got up (Editor: first mis- 
take for the day) at 7:30, and trundled over 
to the kitchen window of my Johnstown cot- 
tage to look at the thermometer outside. | 
read the temperature . . .minus 18 degrees. 
| blinked. | re-read the temperature . . . still 
minus 18 degrees. | sat down morosely with 
a cup of coffee in hand, and considered 
where wisdom might lie in all this. | took off 
my slippers, and counted my toes. Ten of 
them. | wondered idly how many of them 
would have to be amputated ... after the 
frostbite. | asked myself. . . what would the 
editor do under such circumstances. Fool- 
ish question. There are, in Johnstown, a 
New York State off-track betting parlor for 
the New York tracks horse races; several 
excellent restaurants and cocktail lounges; 
several book stores and libraries; a multi- 
tude of stores that sell popcorn, chablis, and 
other of life’s finer things. All of these places 
are heated, and relatively draft-free. Forget 
that line of thought. 

Against my better judgement packed the 
car with my benchrest equipment and head- 
ed for Lake George. Faint heart never won 
fair lady. (Editor: he later found out that fair 
ladies stayed indoors in droves when the

temperature is minus 18 degrees). The 
match started at 11:00 am, and the temper- 
ature at the time had risen to an almost 
sweltering minus 10 degrees. | was now 
concerned about sunburn, maybe even 
heat-stroke. 

| had pre-loaded 15 rounds. My first shot, 
on the sighter target of the warmup match 
went about two inches from where it should 
have struck. The next shot went about an 
inch from that one. My warmup target was 
over two inches. Several shooters pointed 
out to me the fact that it was a lousy target 
... a fact that | had not realized up to the 
point that they brought the subject up. It’s 
nice to have friends. (Editor: but what 
makes you think ... oh, never mind ...).A 
close look at my warmup target showed 
that many of the bullets were hitting the 
paper at angles. Strange angles. Funny an- 
gles. Odd angles. 

My first thought was that | might have 
some frozen solvent in the bore, but | was 
using Shooters Choice winter formula .. . 
making that unlikely. When | went back to 
the clubhouse, | asked Allie Euber what the 
problem might be, in his opinion. He sug- 
gested more powder . . . but that’s a rather 
common answer for that guy . . .no matter 
what the question might be, I’ve noticed. 
Lee Euber was sitting next to him, and with- 
out even looking up from his loading he said 
“switch to flat-base bullets”. Since Allie’s 
flat-base bullets are two or three ten thou- 
sandths larger than the boat-tails | had 
strong doubts that a loaded round would fit 
in my chamber. Purely for lack of something

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better to do | upped the powder charge to 
about 30.5 grains of Norma 201. 

As | was preparing to shoot my first re- 
cord target Jimmy Greenawalt stopped at 
my bench and handed me five loaded 
rounds. He explained that they were loaded 
with GI322 powder, and some of Howie 
Levy’s 68 grain boat-tail bullets. He had 
used them on his warmup target, and boat- 
tailor not, they had shot very well. His cham- 
ber dimensions and mine are the same. 

| started shooting on my sighter target 
with the hot loads, and there was no im- 
provement in accuracy. | went up to the re- 
cord target, and fired the five rounds that 
Jimmy had given me. | ended up with a 
3.670” group. That is a figure that is larger 
than | am accustomed to shooting ... at 
100 yards anyway. The bullets were still 
going sideways. 

Myles Hollister was nearby and he sug- 
gested that! try some of his flat base bullets; 
they are the same diameter as Allie’s boat 
tail bullets, so there would be no chamber- 
ing problems. | loaded up a number of them 
for the next match, and shot a .282. Not a 
world beater, but it sure looked a lot better in 
my scope than the previous 3.670 group 
did. At this point the temperature had 
warmed up to 14 degrees above zero. 

The next couple of groups were accepta- 
ble; at least, acceptable for the conditions. | 
ended up the day with a .176, which was 
small group for the day. Charlie Fountaine 
thought that there should be some sort of a 
special award for the shooter who fires both 
the big group and the small group of the day. 
1! agreed with him .. . the way the day was 


going | would take anything that | could 
get. 

Obviously there are many questions 
about all this, and not too many answers 
floating around. Why did the boat-tails 
upset and the flat bullets stabilize? They 
were both the same diameter. Why did 
Jimmy Greenawalt’s loaded rounds per- 
form perfectly in his rifle, and come out side- 
ways in mine? Both barrels came from the 
same maker. Someone suggested an over- 
size bore in my barrel, but Seely said that it 
was average size for this maker. Also, 
Jimmy told me that his bore was unusually 
large (.237) and it was shooting very well on 
this day. | have used these Euber boat-tail 
bullets previously in matches over a period 
of years in temperatures that ranged from 
below zero at Dunhams Bay to 117 degrees 
on one lovely day at Mainville. 

| know that once Tom Lake switched to 
flat base bullets this day, his groups came 
down to normal size. | don’t know how Bill 
Niemi came out; at the end of the day | threw 
everything into my car, stopping just short 
of including the masonry shooting bench, 
and headed for a warmer New Jersey. 

If you have a valid explanation, or even a 
good theory, I’m sure that the editor would 
be delighted to hear from you. 


(Editors Addendum) Dr. Maretzo called 
me a few days after the base letter had gone 
off to our printer. Apparently everyone at 
the match had an opinion about a cause for 
his misfortunes (this is not at all unknown). 
Many of the people holding forth on the sub-

were of the opinion that the Gonzo Dentist 
had ... obviously ... an “oversize groove 
diameter” barrel. This opinion was express- 
ed so often that Doc felt that “there had to 
be something to it” . . . if so many shooters 
felt that way. So, as he told me. . . “I took 
the barrel off”. Heaven only knows how he 
did that . . . | mean, the fellow is only a halt- 
ing half-step above the editor on the ladder 
of mechanical skills. Maybe he beat the gun 
against a tree, until the barrel fell off... | 
don't really know. 

In any event, the Shilen barrel was sent 
back to Shilen Rifles Inc. ... with the re- 
quest that: 1.) they bore scope it (ordinarily 
the Great Gunsmith picks up onit right away 
when he gets a new barrel with no rifling in it 
. .. but it doesn’t hurt to double-check), and 
2.) would they kindly measure the internal 
dimensions of the darn thing. The rifle barrel 
came back shortly thereafter. They report- 
ed that the barrel looked fine with their bore- 
scope, and Doc (who owns his own bore 
scope) agreed with that finding. And. . . the 
barrel measured a tight .2426 on the 
grooves, and .2370 across the lands. That, 
gentlemen, is far indeed from “oversize”. 
Get down off that soap box, Emma, and 
think up a new theory. You will find this 
match report written up in the IBS section 
with a few more comments on the subject 
therein.

Introduction: we printed several letters last month that were collected by G&C Brass from those who 
responded to say that yes, they thought the PPC was a good thing. We will conclude with the balance 
of the letters received this month. Replies have been slightly shortened, to remove continuously re- 


peated thoughts. 


MYLES HOLLISTER 


| have shot the PPC since 1975, and 
never would have reached my modest pla- 
teau of accomplishment (considering the 
fact that | do not compete in all that many 
matches a year) ifit were not for the fact that 
| recognized the PPC’s obvious advantages 
in the very early days after its introduction, 
and I’ve stayed with it ever since. 

The PPC brass has always been top- 
notch, and the rejection rate is minimal. Fac- 
tor in the number of times that we reload it, 
and its value becomes mighty obvious. 

| will admit that I’ve loosened a few primer 
pockets in my day, with too stiff a load. But 
. .. one, we do shoot them kind of hot (pos- 
sibly an understatement) ... and two... 1 
have also loosened primer pockets in .308s, 
.222s, .270s and 6x47s in my day. (Editor: 
that comes from living in the general area of 
the Eubers). 

| really read no malice into the people who 
are trying to beat the PPC with other car- 
tridges ... any more than | read malice in 
Lou Palmisano and Ferris Pindell trying to 
beat the deuce back in 1975.

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When a better cartridge comes along 
some day in time . . . like the proverbial bet- 
ter mousetrap . . . it will be accepted as the 
new standard, the one to beat. But until that 
day comes, the PPC is THE cartridge of the 
day, the year .. . and certainly the decade 
as well. The new benchrest shooter should 
consider no other cartridge to start with. 
Leave the experimenting to the experts who 
are so minded. 


GARY OCOCK 


| have kept accurate records ... of my 
groups and aggs ... since the day that | 
started competitive benchrest shooting. In 
my opinion the 6PPC far outdistances any 
6mm that I’ve ever tried, as well as some ac- 
curate .222s and .222¥es in my back- 
ground. There are several reasons for the 
improvements in accuracy these days ... 
better stocks, scopes, bullets . . . the wide- 
spread usage of wind flags . . .and the PPC. 
| am of the opinion that the basic PPC case 
design is just about the optimum for the day, 
given the barrel quality that we are dealing 
with now. ; 

However PPC cartridge quality has deter- 
iorated in the last few years. Primer pockets 
are slightly larger, allowing slight blow- 
back. I’ve been seating my primers deeper 
to get a proper seal. Brass elasticity is al- 
mostnil. Itis impossible to any longer use 20 
cases for a given barrel over the course of a 


shooting season (7 to 10 matches). Looking 
back to the days right after the introduction 
of the PPC ... it seemed as if the brass in 
those days would last forever! 

Don Gentner, a research engineer at 
Drexel University is in the process of doing 
some testing on PPC brass. 


ALLIE EUBER 


| received your letter which expresses 
concern about the press that you have been 
getting in Precision Shooting magazine . . . 
or at least the press that you feel that you 
have been getting. If there is a plot against 
you, | fear that it is so subtle that | am miss- 
ing it completely. I’ve been interested in fol- 
lowing the goings on of those who were try- 
ing to develop a new cartridge that would 
beat, or at least equal the PPC. | personally 
applaud the individual who does not accept 
the status quo ... no matter how good it 
might be . . . but rather who tries for some- 
thing better. That’s progress, and good for 
the sport. 

If you ask me for my educated guess 
however, | would bet on the PPC staying 
king of the hill for the foreseeable future. In 
my benchrest career I’ve worked with the 
.222, 6x47, .308, .22PPC and the 6PPC. 
Lay them all alongside each other, and the 
PPC emerges with the fewest shortcom- 
ings. | prefer the 6mm version over the .22 
for a number of reasons . . . and one gener-

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ally overlooked advantage is the ability to 
spot the larger bullet hole when the first shot 
has exactly hit a target ring, particularly at 
200 yards. 

| was shooting a 6x47 when the PPC first 
came out. Having only one sporter | had the 
6x47 chamber rechambered to the PPC, 
and hoped for the best. Right from the start 
there was a definite improvement in accura- 
cy, and perhaps equally important ... in 
consistency of accuracy. My aggs started 
getting smaller ... just as Dr. Palmisano 
told me they would. For the first time | felt 
that | had equipment that would now shoot 
better than my ability to dope conditions or 
to handle the rifle on a bench. To this day 
that feeling remains with me. | personally do 
not believe that there is a shooter in compe- 
tition today that can outshoot the 6PPC ... 
whose shooting talent is greater than the la- 
tent ability of the cartridge. In the past seven 
or eight years | have had rifles and barrels 
that | believe were capable of regularly 
shooting “zeros” groups under controlled 
conditions, and without the human error 
factor. 

Why should | look for a better cartridge 
when | am already shooting a case that is 
better than my shooting ability? The only 
possible area of improvement would be a 
cartridge that would somehow “cut the con- 
ditions” better, and that of course calls for 
more velocity with the same bullet weight. 
But ... that will turn up more recoil. And 
more of us are recoil sensitive than we care 
to admit. Maybe muzzle brakes are some- 
thing that we will be dealing with in the future 
days of benchrest. And higher velocity 
might well mean more barrel fouling. All in 
all, the PPC seems optimum for this point in 
time with 6mm 68 grain bullets. 

As far as the 6PPC cases go, | don’t cull 
them in anyway. | turn necks and fireform; 
why complicate the issue? A personal belief 
is that a real good rifle has a greater toler- 
ance level for cases and loads. | can recall 
winning the varmint for score champion- 
ships at the IBS Nationals one year. | was 
shooting a hot load .. . and when a Euber 
says a load is hot, you can bet that it’s 
warmer than somewhat. The load was loos- 
ening the primer pockets before the match 
was over. | was firing one of my last targets 
at 200 yards when | noticed a live primer on 
my bench. It had fallen out of the record 
round that | was about to chamber. | pushed 
it back into the case with my thumb, fired it 

. for a “10”. | won the yardage and the 
grand agg that day, with cases so loose that 
the primers kept dropping out. . .and| kept 
pushin’ ’em back in with my thumb . . . and 
set a new record while | was at it! 

With the current levels of accuracy in the 
benchrest game, if you want to honestly 
“make a run at it” in a National Champion- 
ship held in calm conditions . . . you’re going 
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to need a rifle capable of 1/8” groups con- 
sistently. And there’s a lot more 1/8 minute 
of angle rifles in existence today that are 
chambered for the 6PPC than for all the 
other cases combined. . . by atleast a 10 to 
1 ratio. 

Once the new shooter has a rifle that he 
has confidence in, his (or her) next step is to 
get himself the best wind indicators avail- 
able. And use them. Learn how to read con- 
ditions, and develop good shooting tech- 
niques. The advice and guidance of an 
experienced, successful benchrest shooter 
will be invaluable during these learning ses- 
sions. 

The 6PPC, in ahot shooting rifle, will have 
an accuracy level that exceeds the shooting 
ability of any shooter active in the game 
today. That strikes me as a pretty good rea- 
son for selecting the 6PPC in the year 
1988.

Also, when a short, 
light action is used with heavy barrels, there 
may be more flex than normal in the front of 
the stock. | think this may be a contributing 
factor in showing vertical on the target. It 


can also make the rifle very touchy about | 


bag position when trying to shoot fast.

and typically an XP100 or sometimes a 700 
Remington. The action would be trued up, 
have an extractor conversion, and sleeved 
usually in the 8” to 9” range for the light var- 
mint and sporter. There were alot of custom 
actions used then, but | do not think it was 
as many as of late. The rifle would be com- 
pletely assembled and finished, then the 
barrel used would be the heaviest possible 
and make weight. But the length would be 
20” to 20 1/2”. A typical barrel like this 
would weigh 4 1/2 Ibs. to about 4 3/4 Ibs. 
Now, that is a very light barrel by today’s 
standards. But a rifle built like this has very 
good balance. The extra weight in the 
stock, the increased length of the sleeved 
action, and a short stiff barrel make for a rifle 
that rides the bags very well and for a stock 
and barrel combination that does not flex. 

You know, in the last few years | have 
seen some mighty small aggregates shot, 
and | have wondered just how small they 
can get. | think a rifle built like we used to 
build them, but with today’s better barrels 
and scopes (and put in the right hands) just 
might lower the aggs even more. But one 
thing is for sure, if they do get smaller, it will 
be done by a benchrest shooter who is com- 
mitted to his sport and to experimenting and 
always searching for the extreme in rifle ac- 
curacy. | hope that | will always be a part of ° 
that search. 

One other thing that is new around here 
is, due to increasing demand, we have start- 
ed producing quite a few long range big 
game rifles. | really like building these big 
caliber rifles, and | hope the demand contin- 
ues. 

Well, | have to get back to work now. 
Looking forward to another phone conver- 
sation with you. | hope you and Liz have a 
good shooting season this year, and I’m 
looking forward to seeing both of you at the 
Super Shoot.

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NRA MATCH RIFLES AND LOADS 


1. The Rifle 

The NRA Match Rifle is a “formula” gun 
used in NRA highpower competition. The 
rules governing its legality are virtually unre- 
stricted, giving the shooter wide latitude in 
developing a firearm to his taste. The best 
ones are capable of superb accuracy, and 
the only thing that would exclude it as a 
hunting rifle is its weight — most exceed ten 
pounds and many go as high as sixteen 
pounds. 

The Match Rifle is defined as “A centerfire 
rifle with metallic sights and a magazine ca- 
pable of holding not less than five rounds.” 
Under this definition, the shooter has a wide 
range of sights and actions he can use, as 
long as the rifle is capable of holding five 
rounds in the magazine. Weightis unlimited, 
and no minimum trigger pull is required. 
With certain qualifications, the service rifle 
(M14, M1A and M1 Garand) can be used as 
a Match Rifle, and although there was some 
thought several years back that modified 
service rifles would become the Match Rifle 
of the future, the movement in that direction 
has not materialized. 

If a service rifle is to be used as a Match 
Rifle, it must have at least a 4-1/2 pound 
trigger pull. If there are no modifications 
other than to the sights, the M14 and M1A 
may be shot with the 20-round magazine in 
the standing position. If other external modi- 
fications are made, the 20-round magazine 
can only be used in the sitting, kneeling and 
prone positions. Any other semi-automatic 
rifle is eligible, but cannot have any attach- 
ment or projection on the fore end more 
than 3-1/4 inches below the bore. 

Although there is no technical distinction 
between a Match Rifle and along range rifle,

this particular rifle is generally used for the 
National Match course of fire: ten shots 
standing at 200 yards, slow fire (ten min- 
utes); ten rounds sitting from standing at 
200 yards, rapid fire (sixty seconds); ten 
rounds prone from standing at 300 yards, 
rapid fire (seventy seconds); and twenty 
shots prone at 600 yards, slow fire (twenty 
minutes). 

Long range matches are generally shot 
with a Rule 3.2 rifle — “any rifle” — with a 
designation of scope or metallic sights. 

A competitive rifle must be capable of 
holding at least the 10-ring at any distance, 
but this does not present any problem. The 
dimensions of the rings are as follows: on 
the 200-yard and 300-yard targets, the 
X-ring is three inches and the 10-ring is 
seven inches. On the 600-yard target, the 
X-ring is six inches and the 10-ring is twelve 
inches. On the 1,000-yard targets, the 
X-ring is 10 inches and the 10-ring is twenty 
inches. However, most rifles are capable of 
far better accuracy. 

In an attempt to get some idea of the 
equipment and ammunition used by the top 
shooters, | sent questionnaires to a number 
of people who competed at the National 
Matches at Camp Perry in 1987. Although | 
did not receive complete responses, | ob- 
tained enough information to give a fair idea 
of what the leading competitors are using. 
Basic information is shown in the chart 
below. ; 

Most respondents were very knowledga- 
ble about their equipment, and while only a 
few had a direct hand in building their rifles, 
they were well aware of what had been 
done to produce a winning rifle. Most have 
had the same treatment given a bench rest

gun, but some have had surprisingly iittle 
done in the way of accurizing. 

The rifle used by Frank Behl, a Bell Tele- 
phone Co. employee, has had a heavier re- 
coil lug installed, but no other work on the 
action. The chamber is cut to SAAMI specs, 
and he has about $600 invested in the rifle; 
the barrel was installed by Middleton Tomp- 
kins. He is presently having two rifles built, 
both on pre-64 Winchester Model 70 ac- 
tions because he believes they are easier to 
load with stripper clips. He has chosen 
4-groove Schneider barrels with a 1-11 
twist and a .3077 diameter. Anschutz trig- 
gers, modified by Jack Davis of San Jose, 
California, have been selected and the 
stocks are being made by P.J. Wright froma 
Bob Sailor pattern. His gunsmith is installing 
titanium firing pins made by David Tubbs, 
and rear sights by Sam Gates. He expects a 
barrel life of 2,000-2,500 rounds. 

Frank Van Cleve provided information 
that gives a good idea of the kind of accura- 
cy that can be expected from a good Match 
Rifle. lt appears that he has had the custom-: 
ary work done on his action: lapping lugs, 
truing action face and steel pillars. He has 
about $1,350 invested, and would change 
nothing, though he intends to try an 
Obermeyer barrel. Expected barrel life is 
4,500 rounds. He indicates that the rifle has 
grouped .45 inches at 100 yards with his 
300-yard load, and 1.25 inches at 200 yards 
with the 600-yard load. When asked how 
good a rifle he had, he mumbled something 
about res ipsa loquitur. Lawyers tend to say 
obscure things like that, little of which ever 
makes any sense, even to other lawyers. 

Gary Rasmussen has a most interesting 
rifle, and has plenty to say about it. He now

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uses a Kenyon trigger; two Model 70 trig- 
gers have failed, and a Timney would not 
stand up to the bolt work of rapid fire, result- 
ing in galling that caused fluctuating trigger 
weight. He has three interchangeable Hart 
barrels, two with 1-12 twist and one with 
1-10 twist. All have at least 3,500 rounds 
through them and still shoot well at long 
range with 185 gr. Lapua bullets; the accu- 
racy, he says, is beginning to fall off with 190 
gr. Sierras. Ordinarily, he expects a mini- 
mum barrel life of 3,000 rounds. 

Rasmussen’s stock is truly custom. The 
butt has some castoff to pull his eye behind 
the rear sight, and has an adjustable butt 
plate with interchangeable pads: 12-1/2 
inches for off-hand shooting and 13-1/4 for 
prone and sitting. The receiver has had the 
usual refinements, but has an aluminum 
half-sleeve bedding block. Although he al- 
ready has $2,700 invested in the rifle, he 
plans to modify the firing pin cocking piece 
by threading it to accept a titanium firing pin. 
In the near future, he intends to try a 1-9 
twist Douglas barrel for shooting 220 gr. Si- 
erras at 1,000 yards. 

Bill Murrey’s Remington 700, in addition 
to normal accurizing, has a 32-Ib striker 
spring; an M16 extractor installed by Fred 
Sinclair; half-sleeve on the front of the ac- 
tion, and a 3/8-inch recoil lug. The rear ac- 
tion screw was relocated to the space be- 
tween the trigger guard and magazine since 
the Anschutz 5071 trigger occupies the 
space where the action screw normally 
goes. He expects the barrel to last about 
3,500 rounds. The rifle, which has printed 
five-shot groups of 1.60 inches at 300 yards 
and 4.75 inches at 600 yards, cost him 
$1,400. He is presently having a new rifle 
built, indentical to the present one. 

Mark Liebetrau’s Remington 40-X is typi- 
cal of most. With the customary action 
work, he has about $1,000 invested. He has 
been quite satisfied with the rifle, and has a 
long range gun that is identical except for a 
1-9 twist barrel in 7mm Magnum. He ex- 
pects about 5,000 rounds out of his barrels, 
and intends to convert to a .30 caliber mag- 
num for long range shooting. 

Eric St. John has about $1,200 invested

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in arifle that has shot 200-15X at 200 yards, 
200-16X at 300 yards, and 200-14X at 600 
yards. He would build the same rifle again, 
but might switch to a Model 70 short action. 
He replaces barrels after 2,500 rounds. 
Gary Anderson, certainly no slouch when 
it comes to punching holes in paper, has a 
fairly typical rifle. Although he has tradition- 
ally put on an impressive show of operating 
a right-handed bolt action left-handed on 
rapid fire, he is currently having a rifle built 
on a left-handed Remington 700 with an 
Anschutz trigger. He plans to stick with the 
Hart barrel and homemade stock. He usual- 
ly changes barrels after 3,500-4,000 
rounds, and has about $750 invested. 
Robert Jensen's pre-war Winchester 
Model 70 has been over the course several 
times. He had the action trued and lapped 
“fifteen barrels” ago — about 10 years. The 
throat is .3080 and the lead is slightly more 
gradual than SAAMI specs. The sights are 
off-set 2-1/2 inches to the left to accommo- 
date his master eye. Although he says the 
rifle is under continuous modification, the 
present cost of duplication would be about 
$1,200. He expects a barrel life of 1,200- 
1,600 rounds for a Hart barrel, and 1,600- 


2,500 for an Obermeyer barrel. The rifle has 
grouped 2-6/10 inch at 600 yards on a ma- 
chine rest. He is currently contemplating a 
new stock design with an adjustable cheek 
piece and a 2-stage Anschutz trigger. 

For the $1,150 invested in his rifle, Randy 
Ciavarelli has what he calls “a pretty basic 
rifle.” His gunsmith — his father — used 
Bisonite bedding, and extended the bed- 
ding about two inches forward of the receiv- 
er. The customary action work was per- 
formed. The barrels are installed by Al 
Hauser, and he expects 4,000-5,000 
rounds between barrel changes. 

Roger Sauls’ rifle was built by John 
Lebutillier of Burnsville, Minnesota, who 
seems to have a specialty for making left- 
hand conversions (all you southpaws, listen 
up). His gun has grouped about .65 inches 
at 100 yards, and was chambered with a 
JGS .308 Obermeyer reamer. According to 
Roger, the chamber has a .085 throat/.3085 
diameter with a 2-degree 30-minute lead. 
He prefers to have shot about 1,000 rounds 
through his barrel before he arrives at Camp 
Perry; he indicates that his best scores have 
been consistently shot with barrels having

less that 1,500 rounds through them. How- 
ever, he has a practice rifle with over 10,000 
rounds through it that will still shoot “clean” 
300-yard rapid fire scores. The last three 
strings he fired were 100-5X, 100-7X, and 
99-4X. This accuracy life is attributed to the 
use of homemade .309 bullets. He is cur- 
rently building rifles with 1-9 and 1-7.8 
twists to try with 220 gr. and 250 gr. bullets 
for long range work. He has $700.00 invest- 
ed in his present rifle, which only had the 
lugs lapped. 

Barrett Obermeyer and his son, Eric 
Obermeyer, of Obermeyer barrel fame, 
both supplied information about their rifles. 
Barrett’s rifle has lapped lugs, 30 Ib. main- 
spring, clip-slot block, and a different follow- 
er to improve feed in rapid fire. The stock, 
which he describes as “chemically stabi- 
lized”, is fitted with pillar blocks. The cham- 
ber is minimum SAAMI specs with only 
enough lead to accept government ammu- 
nition. His next rifle will have a fluted barrel 
with enough diameter added to maintain the 
current weight. Barret believes that a faster 
twist in a barrel reduces its accuracy life, 
and expects about 3,000 rounds out of the 
1-7.8 twist. He anticipates about 4,500- 
5,500 rounds of accuracy from his 1-10 
twist or slower barrels. His best group — 


3/8 inch — was fired at 100 yards, prone, 
with iron sights. 

Eric’s rifle has a Remington 540 adjust- 
able butt plate. Although using a Remington 
40-X receiver, he uses a bolt from a Reming- 
ton 722 with an extended handle. The 
chamber is described as an “Obermeyer 
match chamber”, although no information 
was given as to dimensions. If rebuilding, he 
would not make any changes other than to 
leave off the adjustable butt plate. He ex- 
pects about 4,000 rounds of accuracy be- 
fore replacing the barrel. 

Surprisingly, few of the shooters have 
tested their rifles for group size. Anderson 
evaluates his rifles by whether the shots hit 
where he calls them. Mark Liebetrau be- 
lieves the rifle should be tested in the same 
way it is used in a match — if he can shoot a 
clean score at any range, the rifle is accepta- 
ble, X-count notwithstanding. Rasmussen 
prefers to test his rifles in shooting position, 
but will occasionally bench test a gun at 100 
yards to find out what load combinations will 
not work (over one inch for ten shots). Any 
loads that pass the test are then tried at 500 
yards in position on a wind-free range. Eric 
Obermeyer is only concerned that the rifle 
shoot consistently tight groups across the 
National Match Course. 

Next time, we will look at loading informa- 
tion supplied by these shooters.

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the edge of a sample can we be and get reli- 
able readings? What is the minimum thick- 
ness of a sample that will give us good read- 
ings? When you section a bullet how do you 
support it for testing? 

As you say the bottom line is what hard- 
ness the bullet has when we shoot it. Since 
I’ve been talking more | want to be talking 
the same numbers that other people such 
as yourself and R. Hoch are talking. You 
comment that you are having very good re- 
sults with 12 BHN bullets. I’m having my 
best results with a hardness of 9 1/2 to 10. 
Are both of our bullets the same hardness? 
I’ve an idea that they are closer than the 
numbers would tend to indicate. Enough of 
this Brinell business for now. 

Enclosed is a cartridge case and a bullet 
that I’ve been playing with for about fifteen 
years or so. I’mno rest shooter and until last 
fall shot a 32-40 Pope so the .333KR didn’t 
get a lot of testing. | was told at Coor’s in 
1986 by one of the old respected shooters 
that it had been proved that such a case 
would not produce target accuracy. With 
that sort of a challenge | had to find out one 
way or another so | made a simple rail gun. 
So far my groups are not as good as some 
that you are reporting but with good condi- 
tions they are showing promise. 

You have commented that you are shoot- 
ing fixed ammunition while | shoot breech 
seated bullets. Would you comment on 
these two styles of loading and what the rel- 
ative merits and drawbacks are. 

Looking through a stack of PS that 
Wayne Schwartz loaned me in issue 33 
came across the picture of the wasp waist- 
ed bullet of yours. Could you have run out of 
lubrication on that particular bullet before it 


got to the muzzle and after the powder had 
ceased to push? Friction drag on the back 
and inertia pulling foreward. The idea has 
been put foreward that the travel of the bul- 
let is not always an uninterrupted journey 
but goes by jerks. | have not yet fully agreed 
with that but have not totally discarded it ei- 
ther. 
One more question and I'll quit for this 
time. How long is your sawdust box?

Dear Charlie: 

With my background as a machinist and 
engineer, | was rather lost when first getting 
into reloading and bullet casting. You 
brought up very valid points in your letter, 
which I'll try to help you with. 

Living here in the Bay Area, we had some 
of the best refineries in the country turning 
out lead, gold and silver. Selby Smelter 
could be depended upon for turning out 
rather pure lead for a reasonable price as 
extracting the gold and silver was their main 
business. A few years ago, they went out of 
business, and | treasure my pigs of Selby 
lead. When comparing them on the hard- 
ness testers, they always go a notch softer 
than other lead as you suspected may hap- 
pen. | also still have several bars of virgin lin- 
otype metal that is used more for standards 
than melting for bullets. Again, your suspi- 
cions are correct — no difference with fast 
or slow cooling. Regular linotype metal in 
virgin bars is a delight to work with, but 
makes lousy shooting bullets, contrary to 
what you have heard. Just plain too hard.

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As you also suspected, small, soft bullets 
are nearly impossible to take a hardness 
reading on with the less expensive testers. 
The .30 Cal and larger are no problem if you 
file or mill a flat down each side parallel to 
each other, which leaves room for at least 
three readings. Doing this is where | discov- 
ered the folly of using “as cast” bullets. The 
uneven cooling left one end harder than the 
other. 

Quench hardening and drawing back 
slowly gave very uniform hardness and bet- 
ter repeatable accuracy. Presently, I’m 
using wheel weights diluted with two parts 
lead, commercial grade. To this, | add 1% or 
1-1/2% pure tin which helps castability. 
Most people don’t dilute the wheel weights, 
and | used to go 1:1, but found that I couldn’t 
draw the hardness back far enough for 
black powder or low pressure smokeless 
loads. | needed 6 or 7 BHN that would not 
age-harden even harder. A 2:1 dilution will 
hold its setting from 6 to 7 up to 20 BHN. If 
you use either Tioga Engineering’s (Bill 
Davis) or LBT’s (Veral Smith) hardness test- 
ers, you will be within one BHN number of 
any other person, which will be far closer 
than any other method or system used for 
the past 100 years. Age-hardening or sof- 
tening creates so much havoc that it’s quite 
understandable why so many people have 
given up cast bullets for accuracy. 

The next time that you talk to Bill Davis or 
Veral Smith, you should try to get them to 
supply hardness samples or blocks for mas- 
ters. 

There is no argument that properly done, 
breech seating of the bullets is more accu- 
rate than fixed ammo.; but, not the differ- 
ence you would think. Proper fixed ammo is 
more work also. My fixed ammo will win in 
any competition anywhere over breech 
seated ammo for only one reason. | can 
shoot faster and not break my position off- 
hand or on the bench. If | lose a match, it’s

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because of poor wind doping or poor off- 
hand shots — no other reason. Whatis real- 
ly embarrassing is that I’ve worked so hard 
on the lead bullet single shot guns that they 
now shoot better than my .30 Cal jacketed 
match bolt guns. 

Enjoyed looking at that wasp waist bullet! 
Look again. It’s got smooth rifling all the 
way down into the waist! No answer yet, 
just lots more questions. A surge or shock 
wave must have really done a job while it 
was still in the barrel. I’ve got rings in cham- 
bers for no reason also. My oiled saw dust 
box was originally made from two sheets of 
4x8 plywood, 2 feet square and 8 feet long. 
Presently, it’s 10 feet long. The only bullet 
that goes the whole length is Elmer Keith’s 
250 gr SWC 44 Cal — around 1200 to 1300 
FPS. | shoot everything imaginable into the 
box, from .458 Mag, 30 AP, etc., and all stop 
a foot or so short except Elmer’s design 
with its big flat point. Very curious. Spitzer 
shapes stop in the middle. 

If you make a box, one point to watch. 
Use no metal in its construction. Thus, you 
can use a coin or metal detector to find the 
bullets in the sawdust by going down the 
outside of the box. Instead of an hour, or 
more, it ’s only a few minutes to recover a 
bullet this way; even so, you still end up cov- 
ered with oily sawdust from head to toe. 

Charlie, you asked all the right questions! 
| like your little case made from the 375W; it 
should shoot like crazy. Try a 1/16 poly 
wad. Try Blue Dot Powder. Try 2-1/2 pistol 
primers. Your 9-1/2 to 10 BHN should be 
correct. Try Rooster HVR lube. You should 
have a winner. Your sample bullet mea- 
sured 8.9 BHN andis probably lead tin alloy,

which softens with age — better than hard- 
ening. Be careful, and don’t get lube on the 
forward outside, straight nose sections of 
the bu1 et; it doesn’t always come off, but 
rides down the barrel displacing the lead to 
one side. A single, deep groove is best as 
my photos show, and keep that full of 
grease. It’s not speculation, as recovered 
bullets show how powerful the grease is in 
distorting the bullet. Grease on one side, ri- 
fling on the other, and accuracy goes down 
the drain for some mysterious reason, if you 
are not aware of what can happen. Rubbing 
it on with the fingers doesn’t lead to top ac- 
curacy. 

If you have gone to a rail gun, you should 
index your brass and mark the rim for the 
thin side of the case wall. Your submitted 
case had very uniform walls — .001” or less 
which is very unusual for USA brass. Most 
of my 375W brass has been lathe-turned to 
even out the walls, but | still index the residu- 
al minor run-out. Some have been cut back 
to 1-1/2” and necked down to .30 Cal to get 
a more dense powder charge. It shoots 
1400 FPS and under 1/2” groups at 100 
yards when | do my part, and only with 10.1 
gr of Blue Dot Powder.

A couple of them 
could not tell a hog from a wombat, one of 
them couldn’t find Brooklyn, and two of 
them didn’t want to even look for Brooklyn. 
Here at PS however we do not allow Blue 
Ribbon Committees to go picking and 
choosing their assignments. The hog judg- 
ing contest WILL take place at the Super 
Shoot, and that’s that. 

On to the judging of the Official Screamer 
standards. Here we got pretty good cooper- 
ation, with five of the six shooters polled giv- 
ing us input.

Dear Dave 

| have no idea why you included me in 
such a distinguished group (Editor: maybe it 
had something to do with the two letters 
that you sent me on this very subject previ- 
ously). 

My first thought, on getting your letter 
was to do this the easy way . . . and tell you 
to just double the five shot standards. (Edi- 
tor: that won’t wash, Biggerstaff. For years 
the general opinion has been that to com- 
pare a5 shot anda 10 shot group for relative 
merit, take 70 percent of the size of the 10 
shot group, and compare that resulting fig- 
ure with the five shot group. No scientific 
backing for that theory, but I’ve heard it from 
a half dozen sources). 

My next thought was a trifle more ad- 
vanced, at least from a scientific viewpoint 
(Editor: if you’re comparing it to your first 
theory, it shouldn’t be that hard to beat). | 
decided to take the standards that you had 
set for five shot official screamers, and start 
off comparing them with the existing 
NBRSA varmint class records (leaving out 
that .008 group, which | sort of mistrust). 
That left me with the sporter and heavy var- 
mint records... . the two of them averaged 
.034” at 100 yards. In order to get that fig- 
ure over your maximum figure for five shot 
screamers (.099) you must add 195% to 
that figure. The 200 yard screamer stan- 
dard is 84% over the record, and the 300 
yard figure is 16.8% over. Now, if you do the

same little mathematical exercise with ten 
shot groups, you will come up with. . . 100 
yards - .308 (Editor: stop right there, 
Biggerstaff), 200 yards — .516, and 300 
yards — .625. Now the 100 and 200 yard 
figures are obviously way off base, so we 
have to come up with a different method. 

Okay, let’s retreat to common sense (Edi- 
tor: not in the benchrest world; you'll get no- 
where with such an approach). | drew up a 
list of al the “small group” winners that ap- 
peared in the twelve 1987 issues of PS. | 
worked with 100 and 200 yards only; | claim 
ignorance on 300 yard affairs (Editor: if 
you're trying to have an affair at 300 yards, 
Biggerstaff, | would suspect that the lady’s 
virtue was fairly safe). The ten shot groups 
so listed are as follows, with a line drawn 
where | think the cutoff point should be 
drawn:

| hope you’re happy . . . you’ve goofed up 
two nights of my life, researching this 
screwy problem that you wrote to me on. 
Surely this should get me one of those “Pre- 
cision Shooting Staff Expurt” hats that your 
columnists wear when they’re swaggering 
around Canal Fulton on the eve of the Super 
Shoot. (Editor: while the hats are restricted 
to columnists, I’m going to send one to 
Biggerstaff, just to keep the peace. Soif you 
see him with his “Expurt” hat this summer

| have now moved on to checking my rec- 
ommendations (.000 to .150, and .151 to 
.450) against this year’s NBRSA Nationals, 
the Eastern Regionals at Fairchance, anda 
good-sized match at Fairfield, Ohio. My 100 
yard figure (.000 to .150) held up beautifully; 
hard, but reasonable. However my prelimi- 
nary 200 yard figure (.151 to .450) is simply 
too easy. Looks as if you would have to 
come down to around .350-375 to make 
them “work for it”. The weather was pretty 
good at the Nationals, so-so at Fairchance, 
and rainy and switchy at Fairfield . . . so we 
had a pretty good cross section of condi- 
tions in the three matches. 

You would have had three screamers at 
100 yards in the three matches: Don Geraci 
had a .131 at the Nationals, Joe Kabel had a 
.130 at the Eastern Regionals, and Phil 
Sauer had a .150 at Fairfield. Now, if you 
use a .375 dividing line for 200 yards, you 
would then have had screamers from: John 
Jones (.283), Tom Van Landingham (.368), 
John Jones (.364) and Orlin Gilkerson 
(.282). Just missing would have been Tony 
Boyer (.385), Bill Hall (.387), and Lowell 
Hottenstein (.377). All these at the NBRSA 
Nationals. Yours truly had a .341 at the 
Eastern Regionals, and Phil Sauer had a 
.330 at Fairfield. 

So | go with the following figures as my 
suggestions for ten shot official screamer 
standards: 


100 yards: .000 to .150 
200 yards: .151 to .375 


Adjustable Shooting Stools

Dear Dave, 

First, | thoroughly enjoyed reading 
through all the papers | brought back for 
Warren Greatbatch, from the IBS winter 
meeting. The stuff about the “fake” 
Rowland Pope rifle was worth the time 
reading it. Warren came over tonight to pick 
it all up, and we had a good time talking. | 
took the liberty of copying some of the 
things that were more interesting, such as 
some of the early match reports, the souve- 
nir programs from the first matches, and 
some of the letters. 

Now to the whole reason for this letter. 
Since | really like the patches you’ve come 
up with, and would like to get a lot of them, 
maybe any group under one minute of angle 
should qualify in the ten shot classes. On the 
other hand, we want them to mean some- 
thing, so maybe |’d better get serious here. 

To make a long story short, | guess my 
recommendation would be: less than .160 
to .180 at 100 yards and less than .350 to 
.400 at 200. (Of course, if the match was 
fired at Painted Post or Fatchance, these 
figures should be doubled.) In the remainder 
of this letter | will try to explain why | picked 
these sizes. 

| went through several match reports for 
matches in which | fired and had complete 
data for 1987. On May 3, at Reed’s Run, at 
100 yards groups of .152, .173, and .185 
were the only groups under .200 that | 
found, and on the following day, there were

none under .400. On June 27, at Fair(?) 
chance, a .192 was fired at 100 yards and 
there were no groups under .400 fired at 
200. On July 11, at the IBS Heavy Bench 
Nationals at Dunhams Bay, at range some- 
times noted for tricky conditions but not on 
this weekend, groups of .162, .170, .177, 
.183, and .196 were fired at 100 and at 200, 
.372, .373, and .380. At the NBRSA Nation- 
als, at Charlotte, 100 yards, groups of .131, 
£154; .155,, .157,..159, .168,.175, .175, 
.176, .180, .185, .186, .189, .190, .191, 
192, .192, .196, .196, .197, .198, and .199 
were fired, and at 200, groups of .282, 283, 
.364, .368, .377, .385, .387, and .391 were 
fired. At Fairchance, on September 5, 
groups of .130, .155, .168, .172, .175, .175, 
.183, .195, .195, .195, and .197 were fired 
while at 200, the figures were .341 and .395. 
(Oops — | guess | better take back what | 
said about this fine range.) (Actually, itis a 
very nice place to shoot. It’s just a lot of fun 
to pick on Roye.) Finally, at the October 24 
and 25 match at Reed’s Run, there were no 
groups fired under these limits. 

Now, merging all the 100 yard figures to- 
gether, we get the following ordered list:

In the Varmint classes, at 100 yards, 
then, 23 out of 5754 targets qualified as 
screamers, or 0.4%, and at 200, 5 out of the 
same number, or .087%. If an equivalent 
limit for the big gun classes existed, one 
would expect around the same percent- 
ages in that class, so 0.4% of 1856 targets 
is about 7, and .087% would be about 2. In- 
terestingly enough, if the 100 yard limit were 
.160 and the 200 yard limit were .320, there 
would have been 8 screamers in Unlimited 
at 100 and two at 200. | do think .320 is top 


low a limit for 200 yards, however. Until this 
year, the record was .290. So | would lean 
more toward something closer to .400. In 
fact, considering the difference in percent- 
ages in the Varmint classes for 100 and 200, 
one might suggest a .250 limit for 200 in 
those classes. 

Probably some of the statistics experts 
out there could have arrived at the same 
conclusion | did with a lot less work based 
on a random distribution function for bullet 
placement and some neat probability the- 
ory. | chose the hard, empirical way be- 
cause | could throw in a few curves here and 
there. 


OFFICIAL SCREAMER NEWS 


The three involved parties (NBRSA, IBS, and Precision Shooting magazine) have agreed 
to continue the Official Screamer group patches for the year 1988. 

To refresh the memory of the multitude, one qualifies for an Official Screamer patch when 
one fires in NBRSA or IBS competition a single group that is sufficiently small to cause a few 
eyes to blink on surrounding benches during competition in either association’s matches. By 
our established criteria, eye blinking is likely to occur when the shooter has a group that mea- 
sures: 


5 shot group 10 shot groups 


.099 or smaller 100 yards .150 or smaller 

.199 or smaller 200 yards .375 or smaller 

.399 or smaller 300 yards .599 or smaller 
1000 yards 


In addition, anyone firing a NBRSA or IBS record single group will be considered to have 
shot an Official Screamer group, regardless of size. 

In 1986 the editor was a softy, and went through all match reports looking for signs of 
screamer groups, and the patches were sent out whether the party applied for his patch or 
not. In the year 1988 . . .nomore nice guy editor. You want one. . . you apply forit. . . simple, 
huh? 

To make it even more simple, we have drawn up a very simple application for you. Just fill it 
in (the school marm down at the county schoolhouse will help you with the big words), mail it 
Off to the editor . . . and we'll see to it that you get what’s coming to you.

Please note that we have done everything possible to keep it simple. You fill out a simple ap- 
plication . . . with simple information . . . you put it in a simple envelope . . . put a simple stamp 
on it...and mail it to the simple editor. What could be more simple? 
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My reason for presenting all this data is to 
see how many people | can get to write in 
and say how silly and boring all this stuff is. 
(If this letter ever gets printed, both my fa- 
ther and my brother will probably be on the 
phone yelling at me for not using an alias.) 
Anyway, it would be nice if the figures we 
used to determine when a group is a 
screamer were nice even numbers, multi- 
ples of tenths of a minute. But! think .200 for 
100 yards may not be meaningful enough, 
although a case could be made for this fig- 
ure. I’m sure others would feel the same as | 
do. On the other hand, the current limits of 
.100 and .200 have not yielded any scream- 
ers, and in fact the record groups are above 
these limits. Anything in the .160 to .200 
range at 100 would seem to be logical and 
for 200 yards, from .320 to .400. I’ve never 
shot the Unlimited at 300 yards, sol have no 
feeling for what would be reasonable here. 
Maybe .600? (I do have a .308 barrel for my 
rail gun, and if there’s ever a 300 yard 
match, | just might try it. Then again, | do 
think it would have to be a very windy day.) 

Dave, | don’t think I’ve ever said anything 
to you about this issue before, and whatev- 
er the rules are, I’m pretty content. For my- 
self, | certainly can’t complain about what 
I’ve gotten out of the game. | do shoot in the 
Varmint classes quite a lot and, in 1986, | did 
get two patches. 

Anyway, keep up the good work. You 
know, when | come home from work after a 
long tiring day and see the PS magazine has 
arrived, | get pretty mad, because | know !'ll 
have to sit all evening reading it from cover 
to cover.

| only became an NBRSA member in No- 
vember 1986, but have been able to borrow 
copies of the Precision Shooting publication 
from 1981 to present. | have just about com- 
pleted reading all of these borrowed issues 
and am practically overwhelmed at the qual- 
ity content and worthwhile information that | 
found in Precision Shooting magazine. Hav- 
ing done a considerable amount of writing in 
my professional career, | have some insight 
into the blood, sweat and tears that Dave 
Brennan has put forth during his tenure as 
editor. Not only did you assemble a quality 
collection of articles from experts and novic- 
es alike on various subjects, but you caused 
the generation of those articles, and stimu- 
lated thought within our community. All of 
this was packaged and delivered with your 
unique and rich humor, the overall value of 
which to the magazine and the bench rest 
community will probably not be realized until 
sometime long after you have been allowed 
to leave in pursuit of whatever your personal 
needs and preferences might be. 

With a total break and departure from 
Precision Shooting as stated by Dave Bren- 
nan in the March Editorial, the magazine is 
most certainly destined to be one of a lessor 
publication. | really think your contributions 
might be categorized as something like the 
Donahue of the Benchrest set.

We love our sport 
to the point of exclusion of many other as- 
pects from our lives. Many of us live for our 
beloved hobby. We thrive on the competi- 
tion of matches, as well as, assaulting our 
own personal records and previous bests 
And we certainly can get tunnel vision in 
these pursuits. 

I’ve listened to Hunter Class Shooters 
who can’t imagine how one could enjoy 
shooting groups. I’ve heard bench rest 
shooters belittle the accomplishments of a 
Hunter Class Possible 250 Score. I’ve 
heard totally irrational arguments for and 
against everything from the IBS/NBRSA 
merger, Shooter of the Year, Hunter Class 
Shooter of the Year to the TCL Classes and 
match schedules. | have heard wicked at- 
tacks on the other regions of NBRSA and all 
of IBS, as well as the management and di- 
rection of Precision Shooting Magazine. | 
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have heard stories about the personal 
wealth being accumulated by Dave Bren- 
nan by his pocketing all of the advertising 
revenue from the magazine. I’ve watched 
shooters refuse to attend matches at a par- 
ticular range because of the “a___” who 
are affiliated with that range. I’ve heard of 
shooters accused of deliberate crossfires to 
gain a competitive edge, or equipment tam- 
pering, or psycological subterfuge of a com- 
petitor in order to beat him — — — — and 
frankly, all of this disturbs me.

small areas of paper appealed to me. | really 
became interested in accuracy — but had 
moved away from my beloved Carters’ 
Country, a commercial gun store and range 
north of Houston. After several attacks by 
vandals on a private range a couple of 
friends and | built on some open oil lease 
property near Lake Charles, | began driving 
back to Houston once or twice a month in 
order to pursue my shooting pleasures. | did 
this for almost two years, before a guy 
named Jack at Carters Country stopped by 
and said although he loved my business, he 
thought | might find something a little closer 
if | were to contact some of the shooting 
clubs in Louisiana. Obviously, | made the 
necessary contact, and am today an active 
participant in our local club as well as other 
organized shooting sports. 

There is a point to all this and that is — | 
was a guy who's interested in shooting 
(practically to the point of obsession), | sub- 
scribed to at least five major Hunting and 
Fishing magazines, and | did not know that 
such a sport as bench rest shooting existed. 
| may spend a couple of hundred dollars a 
month to drive to Houston, spend the week- 
end in hotels, so that | can spend two days

shooting at fairly decent — but often crowd- 
ed facilities. 

Why was | not made aware of the bench 
rest organizations and activities? Why did | 
never see a copy of Precision Shooting in 
the magazine rack? Why did the American 
Rifleman not inform me of the NBRSA or 
IBS? Why could | not find a reference to our 
local shooting club in the telephone directo- 
ry or yellow pages? 

| believe that there are quite a few more 
people out there in the hunting and sporting 
community that might have similar interests 
to mine. | shot with several people in Hous- 
ton who were doing some pretty marvelous 
things with factory rifles. 

On the other hand, what! have seen since 
I’ve been here in Lake Charles, is the closing 
down of that little section of oil lease where | 
used to go shoot. | have been asked by my 
young son, upon his return from school, why 
| kept guns around the house when they 
were so dangerous and awful. | noticed the 
closure to the public of much of the timber 
property, which used to be open to public 
hunting. I’ve noticed the “Posted No Hunt- 
ing” signs go up all around our state. I’ve no- 
ticed the press and television media give 
great coverage to snipers, assasins, and idi- 
ots for their misdeeds, — but | haven’t seen 
a match report anywhere but in Precision 
Shooting. 

What am | trying to say? We all know 
these things, maybe we don’t care, or 
maybe everyone doesn’t perceive the same 
threat that | do to the sport that | have very

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Dear Dave: 

| thought | would drop a line to provide a 
bit of information about the .25 BR, you so 
kindly commented on in the December issue 
of Precision Shooting, covering the North- 
west Regional Light Varmint Championship 
match at Issaquah, Washington. 

First, a little background. Twenty some 
years ago, | became inflicted with the bug 
for .25 Cal. bullets and smithed my first com- 
plete rifle in .25-06 with a standard shoul- 
der. This was built on a 98 Mauser action, 
with a premium grade Douglas 1 in 9¥2” 
twist barrel left .690” at the muzzle by 26” 
long. | was mighty proud when | started to 
shoot ¥2” groups once in a while, but | could 
never seem to get any smaller. As time went 
on, and | started learning a little more about 
accuracy, | thought | would wind up bulding 
a better shooting .25 Cal. 

In August of 1986, | had time to stray 
down to Western Colorado and visit with 
family and, in particular, my Uncle Charlie, 
the serious shooter of the family. He 
showed me some targets with groups that 
were very impressive. These groups were 
shot with a .25-08 that had been smithed for 
him by P.O. Ackley. 

Well, it wasn’t long before that .25 Cal. 
itch returned stronger than ever. What if | 
tried a .25 Cal. on the standard length BR 
case with a sharper shoulder? 

It wasn’t until mid November that | met 
Manley Oakley, a very fine accuracy smith 
in Seattle, Washington. Manley listened 
rather patiently to my story and then asked

if | had ever considered a 6 MM whatever. | 
said no; | really like the .25 Cal. He tried very 
hard to reason with me; he pointed out the 
lack of good quality .25 Cal. bullets, and no- 
body in benchrest competition is shooting a 
.25 Cal. | am hard headed and | had my 
heart set on trying, so when Manley saw he 
couldn’t dissuade me, and | promised never 
to divulge his involvement if this light of 
fancy went awry, we got down to business.. 

Manley suggested an alternate shoulder 
angle than | had in mind and an overall case 
length of around 1.500” instead of the long- 
er full length BR. He added that we could al- 
ways re-chamber deeper if we needed to. 
He then set about outlining the specs for a 
reamer and sent them off to Henriksen. 
Next, he ordered a 1 in 12 twist .25 Cal. bar- 
rel from Hart. 

With the loan of some of Manley’s case 
forming dies and a lot of top notch advice, | 
began the task for forming, trimming and 
neck turning brass. Manley set a bedding 
block in the factory stock for the 40X and 
performed some additional black magic on 
the bolt and action while waiting for the 
reamer and barrel. 

Sometime during this period, Mr. Oakley 
became infected and ordered a 1 in 14 twist 
barrel from Dan Lilja in . .. you guessed it! 
... .25 Cal. This wasn’t enough. He then 
scouted out and ordered .25 Cal. jackets 
and ... began to manufacture a set of .25 
Cal. bullet dies. It was now obvious that | 
was no longer alone:in never-never land. 

By the end of March, we had both .25’s

shooting. We have spent a fair amount of 
time comparing the 1 in 12 twist to the 1 in 
14 twist barrel. We have run tests with the 
same primers, powder and charge, bullets 
and seating depth. The results have been 
very interesting, but as yet inconclusive. It 
will probably be quite some time before we 
have enough information from our tests to 
arrive at any conclusions. One of our next 
steps is a .25 BR barrel on an unlimited ac- 
tion. 

The .125” group fired at the August 
match is the smallest that we have fired in 
competition; however, we have fired groups 
as small as .043” during our tests. 

Many people have asked why | would 
want to start out my first year of benchrest 
shooting with a new untested cartridge. | 
have replied that competition shooting was 
an after-thought and the experiment of a 
new wildcat is paramount to winning. Bill 
Crosby said, “Mac, | think you just like to 
shovel sand uphill.”

FILING OUT A BUTTPLATE 

It snows in Buffalo. People who live in less 
arduous climates don’t understand the 
wonder of truly rotten weather on a Satur- 
day. A look at the morning on the other side 
of the bedroom window was enough to 
warm the heart of any single shot rifleman. A 
4 inch sighting bull painted on the storage 
garage about 150 feet from the bedroom 
window was not visible. The wind chimes 
were ringing with enthusiasm and the snow 
was blowing horizontal. One could get to 
the workshop but going to work was out of 
the question. It was too soon to shovel 
snow and the kid was sleeping in. It would 
be a good day to work on the new rifle. 

Most of the winter has been spent build- 
ing a “Improved” Miller/DeHass single shot 
action, Greatbatch No. 008. The objective 
was to improve on the work of Frank 
DeHass and Dean Miller. | failed. The Miller/ 
DeHass worked better than the one | made. 
At leat mine is more Schuetzeny with its 
zoomy lines and fancy lever. The action is 
together and it appears to function. It will fire 
primers almost every time. With the close 
work finished it is time to start on the looser 
part of building a rifle. 

Nice thing about single shots. Gluing 
stainless steel into Kevlar with evil smelling 
substances and air brushing metallic paintis 
not part of the program. Making stocks and 
their attendant fittings is a process of filing 
metal, carving expensive pieces of walnut 
and hours and hours of refining surfaces 
and rubbing in nice smelling finishes. The

work is slow, relaxing, and very satisfying 
as the sinuous curves of a traditional 
buttplate, perch belly stock, and three finger 
lever are released from their encapuslating 
material. 

A single shot rifle is an integrated kinetic 
sculpture made up of four or five discrete el- 
ements. If the finished piece is to have visual 
continuity and balance, each part must sup- 
port the overall design. No. 008 is to be a 
Neo-classical offhand rifle. Neoclassical 
means No. 008 is not a reproduction of a 
particular rifle but is an assemblage of tradi- 
tional styling cues such as an octagon bar- 
rel, three finger lever, and barrel mounted 
scope and forend, and a fully formed perch 
belly stock with a single horn Schuetzen 
style buttplate. 

To establish the overall architecture of 
the rifle, No. 008 was laid out in a full size 
drawing on drafting vellum. Drafting vellum 
allows the designer to lay different design el- 
ements to be laid over the basic rifle archi- 
tecture. The basic dimensions; pull, bore to 
scope center line distances, and drop were 
determined. The barrel was drawn in. A 
Pope three finger lever was laid around the 
trigger to establish hand position. With 
French curves, old rifle parts, and imagina- 
tion different ideas are hung on the architec- 
tural armature. 

Over a period of weeks the final form of 
the rifle emerges in two dimensions. A final 
drawing is made and paper patterns for the 
receiver, forend, finger lever, butt stock, and 
buttplate are generated.

The action is the most difficult part of the 
project so that was built first. A blank for the 
stock and forend was procured, rough 
sawn, and the through bolt hole drilled. The 
sawn blank was set aside to stabilize. 

The next step is making the butt plate. 
Butt plates are commonly purchased or at 
least made from castings. A rummage thru 
the casting box (| wanted a casting couch 
but all my wife would let me have was a 
swim suit calendar) yielded no suitable 
blanks. The only alternative was to carve 
the butt plate out of bar stock. Itisn’t as hard 
as it might sound. Lynton McKenzie, said it 
right at a W. Kentucky Gunsmithing seminar 
a few years ago when a student asked how 
to get started making guns. His response to 
the question was, “Get a piece of steel, a 
hacksaw, a couple of good files, and start 
making parts.” 

A 2” thick three by four inch piece of cold 
rolled steel plate was procured. Cold rolled 
files nicely, blues to perfection and is easy to 
come by. The buttplate paper pattern was 
cut out and spray glued to the steel. 

An hour of borrowed time on a metal cut- 
ting band saw was enough to make a sawn 
buttplate blank. Thinking ahead, at this 
point, will pay off later. A buttplate has no 
parallel planes. After filing for a while, there 
is no way to hold it in a vice. Part of the saw- 
ing out process was to make a work holder 
at the same time. The inside curve was 
sawn and discarded. The mounting holes, 
for holding the buttplate to the stock, were 
then drilled and tapped for 10-32 screws. 
The back side of the buttplate was then 
sawn off and saved for a work holder. Extra 
effort is made to saw accurately. If too much 
filing is needed to shape the back of the 
buttplate, the work holder will not fit. The 
back of the buttplate is filed smooth before 
while the sides of the buttplate are still paral-

lel and can be gripped by the vice. If the saw 
was square the striations left by the blade 
will make a good filing gauge. Just file until 
the saw marks are gone and the back of the 
buttplate will be square. Care at this stage 
will pay off when inletting the buttplate on 
the stock blank later on. 

The waste is thinned to about 3/4 of an 
inch and the four edges milled square mak- 
ing it into a work holder. The time spent 
making the work holder is fully repaid after 
the rough filing is complete. It is virtually im- 
possible to hold a piece of steel in a vise, 
even with soft jaws, without leaving marks. 
The final finish on the buttplate will be about 
#600 grit. This is still a satin finish but any 
sort of mark left by the vise will be visible. 

Sawing and milling the piece of plate into 
a blank took most of last Thursday evening.

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This day’s task is to rough file and smooth 
file the rest of the buttplate. Rough filing 
means completely shaping the buttplate 
and smooth filing means removing all of the 
scratches left by the rough filing. 

The coffee was made, the fire started in 
the wood stove, and Doyle Lawson and 
Quicksilver was on the stereo. Even if you 
aren’t Christian, gospel music is pretty good 
for filing. It is fast paced intricate music that 
seems to go nicely with making three dimen- 
sional non linear parts. It also helped to put 
Miss March, a posterior view of a yellow 
swim suit, up on the Calendar. 

The most difficult part of filing out the 
compound curves, one finds on a 
Schuetzen style buttplate, is maintaining 
symmetry. The easiest way is to lay out a 
series of guide lines and file flat facets. The

blank is painted with marker die and a cen- 
ter line scribed down both sides. An old 
Pachmeyer rubber butt pad was laid along 
the center line and a fine magic marker used 
to trace the buttplate curves. On the lower 
horn the curves are drawn in free hand. The 
blank is then filed into its fully developed pro- 
file, but all of the edges are still left square. It 
is difficult to tell where a round edge starts. 
Symmetry is easier to maintain if there are 
well defined edges to sight along. 

The final shaping step is to form the 
rounded shapes where required. A dial cali-

per (an old one, or one belonging to a friend) 
is used to scribe lines parallel to the curved 
edges. The curves are made by first filing a 
45 degree facet up to the guidelines. The 
two edges are then filed into an additional 
two facets leaving four edges where once 
there was one. With all of the rounded 
shapes roughed in it is easy to sight along 
the facets and fair in the various surfaces. 
There is really no way to describe how the 
shapes evolve. They just seem to. A single 
flexible lamp can be used to light the work 
piece. By adjusting the light it will be possi- 
ble to determine whether the file is being 
held flat, whether the surfaces are merging 
properly, and how the texture of the surface 
is coming out. Rough filing, getting to the 
fully developed shape, is just about half of 
the work. It seems to take just about 6 hours 
to rough file a Schuetzen buttplate, depend- 
ing on the music used for pacing the proj- 
ect. 

A 10” half round Bastard file with a big 
hand filling handle seems to be about the 
best compromise between material remov- 
ing and control. Some craftsmen like belt 
sanders to do roughing. They work but are 
noisy, and heat up the work piece so it is 
hard to hold. | have used both a Burr King, 
beloved by knife makers, and a Foredom 
contour sander and still like the file best. The 
sanders are fast, but one can make big mis- 
takes. 

Along with the file, the artisan must have 
a coffee can of Kerosene and a file card. 
After a few licks with the file, small particles 
of metal will jam in the teeth forming “Pins”. 
A pin will gouge the work piece. The Kero- 
sene acts as a lubricant and delays the proc- 
ess. The file card is used to remove the pin. 
Chalk is also supposed to work, but | have 
never used it.

Smooth filing is taking out the scratches 
left by the course file. Smooth files do not re- 
move much material and fill quickly so little 
or no contouring is done at this stage. 
Smooth filing is done with a mill file, crossing 
files, and Habilis files. Mill files are familiar to 
most craftsmen. The crossing file comes in 
two cuts No. 0 (Course) and No. 2 (fine) from 
Brownells. It is a fairly small (6”) pointed file, 
elliptical in cross section. One side has a 
larger radius than the other. The No 0 is 
most useful as one can file for a while before 
it fills and must be cleaned. The finish left by 
the cross file is suitable for polishing. 

The Habilis files look like large needle files 
and are used to develop the fine shapes that 
can not be done with the Hubilis files. Habilis 


files may also be secured from Brownells. . 


If the course filing was carefully done, 
smooth filing should only take a half an hour 
or so. Unfortunately, as the surfaces are 
smoothed and become more reflective, 
kinks in scrolls, low spots, and discontinu- 
ous surfaces will manifest themselves. This 
is the difference between the amateur and 
the professional. The pro does it right the 
first time. The amateur must redo sections 
of work several times. By this time one is 8 
hours into the buttplate and pretty sick of fil- 
ing. Itis best to stop at this point and leave it 
for a few days. The bulk of the work is done 
but that last hour or two of attention is what 
will really make the Schuetzen buttplate into 
the show piece of the rifle. The apparently 
minor flaws will be much more prominent 
when the piece is polished and blued. Do not 
yield to the temptation to call it good 
enough. 

Final polishing is done with soft stones 
starting at #120 grit and finally sandpaper 
to #600 grit. The polishing discussion is too 
long to cover in this article and still keep 
things to a reasonable length. Maybe next 
time.

Rather than go to the expense involved in setting up a legal contract, we are mutually agreed that we will instead have a letter of 
agreement between our two organizations, signed by the president of each, and both of us will regard it as being as mutually 
binding as a formal contract. | will attempt to spell out the main points of the agreement between us. 


First, effective April 1, 1988 we are agreed upon a five year contract. Precision Shooting magazine will once again become the 
Official publication of the IBS (rather than the current 16 page bulletin of match schedules and results). In recognition of the fact 
that all members have received the full magazine throughout 1988, the agreement will be backdated to January 1, 1988. 


The annual rates for Precision magazine to the IBS shall be as follows:

The scheduled termination of the five year contract shall be January 1, 1993. The two parties are mutually agreed that their 
respective Boards shall meet to renegotiate a contract renewal, at either the annual PS 1992 Board meeting or the time of the 
IBS 1992 National Championships, as they shall mutually agree upon. If the two parties are unable to agree at that time, and the 
IBS elects non-renewal of the contract, they shall have the right, at their demand, to have up to a year’s notice of non-renewal, at 
the rates in effect for the 1/1/92 term. 


It is made an express condition of this contract that the present editor, David Brennan, shall remain as PS editor throughout the 
time of the contract, except for health conditions beyond his control. If he shall leave that post voluntarily during the contract 
term, the IBS reserves the right to renogiate the contract. While it is not a condition of the contract, the IBS urges Precision 
Shooting to bring in an assistant editor during the contract term, to bring assistance and back-up to the present editor. 


At the unsolicited offer of Precision Shooting magazine, within 60 days of this contract becoming effective, the IBS secretary 
shall submit a calculation to the PS business office, showing the difference between monies actually received by PS for the 
period of 1/1/88 to the date of effective implementation of the new contract . , .and what would have been the PS income had 
the rate been a constant $15.50 from inception. Any monies in excess of the $4 5.50 constant” figure shall be donated by PS to 
the public relations fund of the IBS. 


The two parties to the contract are mutually agreed that it is their individual and joint best interests to have each of the parties 
become financially secure, as well as satisfied with the ongoing relationship between the two separate corporations, and each 
pledges to work, over the five year contract term, to establish a lasting relationship that shall go beyond the stated five year 
term. 


The IBS shall receive its present eight pages per month throughout the term of the contract.

1. Establish the Office of Executive Vice

2. In the case where no volunteers are 
found to run for the office of President, 
make a provision in the bylaws for the 
Executive Committee to hire an admin- 
istrator to manage the Corporation. 

3. Amend the Score Shooting Rules to 
consolidate the Light Varmint and 
Sporter Rifles into a single 10/2# class. 
Purpose of this move is to limit the 
meaningless proliferation of score 
shooting records. 

4. Since rotation of benches is mandatory 
at IBS Championships and preregistra- 
tion is also mandatory, allow the host 
club to draw benches for competitors 
and assign benches for physical hard- 
ships prior to the match occurring. This 
will speed up registration at the match 
and reduce complications.

Any 
shot touching the centerline will be con- 
sidered to be above the centerline. The 
centerline is defined as a line midway 
between the bottom border of the re- 
cord target and the top border of the 
sighter target. 

. Limit proxies at the annual meeting to 
one per person. 

. Change Junior membership from 15 & 
under to 17 & under. 

. Recognize the HV/10’2# Two-Gun at 
the 200/300 Yard Championships 
starting in 1987. Record to be estab- 
lished by smallest currently available 
targets that have been verified.

The enthusiasm is running 
high, not only on the board — but within the membership. | believe that much will be accom- 
plished over the next two years. Phone calls have been coming in from various members with 
new ideas and many offers of help. Dan Rassier has volunteered to administer an IBS Group- 
Score Shooter of the Year program to stimulate attendance at matches. Danis really turned 
on — watch for the details of the program in these pages — help and encourage him if you 
can. Ray Silver represented the organization at the Pennsylvania Sportsmen Show in Harris- 
burg in early February. Tony Groff has been rolling a number of new ideas around. 


Itis time that we get really serious about our sport and proactively work to recruit, devel- 
op and retain shooters. 


Some action the Board took included: 1) approving to support Dan Rassier’s efforts on 
the Score/Group Shooter program, 2) approving the printing of top 10 stickers for all Group 
shoots, 3) approving the reprint of an undated version of Benchrest for Beginners, 4) approv- 
ing the printing of posters for clubs to post announcing matches in their area, 5) approving 
the setup and use of a booth at the 1989 Pennsylvania Sportsmen’s Show.

The February 7th match at Dunhams Bay 
was bitter cold, and a day when several . . . 
but not all. . . of the shooters with boat-tail 
bullets had results that were a bit less than 
satisfactory (to put it mildly). Those interest- 
ed in the sufferings of their fellowman are 
encouraged to look up the sad, heart- 
breaking letter of Dr. Maretzo in this issue. 

In the warmup match, held at approxi- 
mately ten degrees below zero, I'll quote 
Charlie Fountaine’s match report here ... 
“Three shooters had keyholes that were 
hard to believe. It was only out of deep re- 
spect for one facet or another about their 
personalities that | did not mention what a 
mess they were making out of the target 
frames. Doc had an eight inch group, shred- 
ded target and all. Bill Niemi put one out 
right, one out left, then one dead center in 
the sighter. Thought he finally had the gun 
warmed up, fired three for effect on his re- 
cord target — didn’t fire his last two out of 
fear of hitting someone on the firing line . . . 
or someone driving on I-87 (which is about 
five miles behind the firing line). Tom Well 
didn’t do to welleither . . . his 3.365 warmup 
is a tad larger than he usually shoots”. 

Whatis puzzling . .. some shooters (such 
as the distinguished Messrs. Maretzo, 
Niemi, Lake) were a menace to society in 
general during the warmup. Yet Jim 
Greenawalt fired boat tails all the way 
through, and came in third in the aggregate. 
Once Doc Maretzo switched to flat base 
bullets he pulled everything together, and 
ended up with small group for the day. 
Heck, Bill Niemi went on to WIN the darn 
match. In the Maretzo letter elsewhere in 
this issue, he tells us what he had todo... 
but to some ... perhaps minor . . . degree 
the switch to flat base bullets cannot be pin- 
pointed as the sole solution. . . the tempera- 
ture had risen from ten below to fourteen 
above .. . a twenty four degree shift . . . in 
the meantime. Even so. . . some level of re- 
sponsibility has to be assigned to boat-tail 


bullets, in very cold temperatures ... in 
some barrels. But not all barrels. Very puz- 
zling indeed.

Austin Hogan Writes On Johnstown 
Dear Dave, 

After too long a lapse, | again write to PS. First, my congratulations; there are one hell of a lot of 
things that | have to read, but PS is one of the few things | enjoy reading and it still improves with 
every issue. 

Second, | am happy that the Donaldson Match is still a lively event. When it began, we thought it 
would be fun to see what light rifles could do at 10 shots/200 ydsi.e. “in the old days we always shot 
10 shot groups”, according to Harvey. Also it was a great experience to see some Taylor and Rob- 
bins, Hart the elder, Paul Gottschall, and other originals back on the line. Originally we were very 
loose with our interpretation of the single shot and any rifle fired in competition before 1950 classes 
because we wanted to bring Hi Walls, Star Gauge Springfields, Schuetzens, etc. out of the display 
case once a year to honor the old timers. 

I’m not sure what the keeper trophies are now. The original 25 or so were curly maple replicas of 
the plaque in the Pine Tree score house made by Roger Oaksford. These were made from two well 
seasoned pieces of curley maple that | had gotten from Bob Hosford, successor to Scotty Harris of 
Harris Gunstocks. They made a good many of the old timers including Emory Tooley’s cedar stock. 
This same small lot of maple was laminated to thinner blanks to make beaver tail forends, on a good 
many varminters in the 50’s. 

The Donaldson was always a lot of fun even though it usually kept the match chairman from hav- 
ing lunch. The number of competitors steadily grew and I’m glad to see you so enthusiastic about it. 
The original categories, and regular results, appear in PS from the mid 70’s. | think | even fired once; 
we opened a category for natives of Fultonville shooting Wasps. 

My third point and main reason for writing this letter, is to provide a brief biography of Kenny 
Goodberlet to whom this fall’s Pine Tree shoot was dedicated. Kenny was a real bench rest pioneer 
who had pulled targets since the Frank Hubbard days and was the major force in maintaining the 
range through the years. He held every major office in the Pine Tree organization, and was a perpet- 
ual board member. 

He had shot some competitive big bore in his National Guard days and was a pistol bullseye 
shooter during the 70’s. He also was a frequent user of the benches, sighting his varmint and big 
game rifles. Kenny was a walking varmint hunter and cultivated the friendship of some farmers in 
Otsego County whose land provided some dandy long shots. | well remember a couple of rifle test- 
ing days there with him when his 222 proved to be the reference authority. 

Kenny was a lifelong bachelor, but nothing pleased him more than having kids along on a trip. He 
was a partner in camps galore, always doing more than his share, and his friends and their kids were 
always welcome. The fish didn’t always bite, and the birds didn’t always flush, but the good times 
were always there. 

To see him land another brookie, or hit one more chuck.
